1T good Coſin , if you haue 
J| heard ſo well of my poore

writer. But whereas you are diſpoſed either 
m the way of prayſe,or of play, to extoll ſo 
much the bafeſt roome of my houſe , as 
though you preferred it afore the beſt ; your 
camenaatio © not much unlike his carteſie,

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that being inmited dby 4 crabbed ng hoſs 
' £0 4 neat houſe, did ſhit inhu hoſtes face 
becauſe it was the for leſt part of the houſe. 
But ſuch 45 1 hane you 5hall be welcome to, 
and if 1 may know when you will begin your 
progreſſe, I will pray my brother to be your 
wiae , who will direct your eſtes in ſuch 
ſort, py firſt you hall come by a fine houle 
that lackes a miſtreſſe then to a fayre houſe 
that mournes for a maſter, from whence,by 
4 ſtraight way called the torce way, you 
shall come to a towne that ts more then 4 
towne , where be the waters that be more 
then waters .

and difpairing of other helpe , he wEt on 
Pilgrimage in hope of remedy hereofto 
Japana, neare Chyna : where he met a 
French Surgcon, in the Vniverſitie of 
Miaco that cured him both of that & the 
Verol,thathe had before in his priortisz 
with the Momio,of a Grecii wench,that 
Vlyſſes buried in his trauell,vps the coſt 
of the further Zthiopia :and ſo hecame 
back againe by avs aes ladrones,tho- 
rovgh S. Lazaro, and crofling both the 
Tropickes,Cancer ,& Capricorne,he came 
by eMagellanes ,lwearing he tounde no 
ſraightes there; bur came from thence 
ſtraight home.

andthart there , he ſhould never vie any 
more ſuch finc graſſe, but rather, tearea 
leafe out of Holintheds Chronicles , or 
ſome of the bookes that lye in the hall;

Wherefore a on his 
comming home, he built a ſumptuous 
priue,and inthe moſtcon{picuous place 
thereof, namely iuſt ouer the doore; he 
erected a ſtatuc of AI A X,with ſo grim 
a countenance, that the aſpect of it be- 
ing full ofterrour, was halfe as good as a 
ſuppoſitor: and further , to honour him

By all which you may ſee,that it 1s but 
lacke of lurning, that makes ſome fel- 
lowes ſeeke our ſtale Englith Erymolo- 
gies of this renowmed name of A Iax, 
One imagined, itwas called fo of blacke 
iackes; becauſe they looke ſo {louenly, 
that a mad French man wrote we did ca- 
ric our drinke in our bootes : but that 1s 
but a bald Erymologic, and Iwillneuer 
agree, that Iacke , thoughhe were neuer 
ſo blacke ſhould be thus flaundered. But 
iftyou ſtand ſo much vpon your Englith, 
and will not admit our Grecke, and our 
Romanetongne , you ſhall ſee I will caſt 
abour, to haue one in Englith for you. 


Firſt then, you haucheardthe olde pro-

uerbe (agebreedes aches) now youmuſt 
imagine, that an old man, almoſt toure- 
ſquare yeare old,andcome to the Plalme 
of Dauid, Labor & dolor, being ſomwhat 
coſtiue, at the houſe groned fo pitifully, 
that they thought hee had bene ficke: 
whereupon one ran to him to hold his 
head, and askedhim what he ayled. He 
told them, he aylednothing, but onely 
according tothe prouerbe , he complai- 
ned, that age breeds aches,andmindin 
to ſpeakeitſhorter , bythe figure of ab- 
breuiation, or perhapsby the rule, Quod 
poteft fieri per pauciora , non debet fiert 
per plura. (Ipray you pardon me for be- 
ing againein my Latin) oh ſaith he,mai- 
ſters make much of youth , for I tell you 
age akes, age akes. I feeleit, age akes. V- 
pon which patheticall ſpeech of his,deli- 
uered in that place, the younger men 
that bare him fecal reuerence,termed 
the place age akes: which agrees fully in 
pronunciation , though itmay be ſince, 
ſome ill orthographers haue miſ-written 
it,and ſonow it paſlethcurrantto be ſpo- 
kenand written A Iax,And bane " 
tne.

the ſaying is , loquendum cum vulco , we 
muſt now take him as we finde him, with 
all his faults. 

But yet for reformation of as many as 
we can; and ſpecially of one faulc he is 
much ſubic& vnto, you muſt remember 

that this Atax was alwayes ſo ſtrong a 
man, that his ſtrength being an inſepa- 
rable accident tohim , doth now onel 
remain in his breath, and that in diverſe 
extremities, & contraric faſhios. Some- 
time with the heate ofhis breath he will 
be readie to ouercome a ſtrong man; an- 
other time he will take a weake man ar 
the vauntage,and ſtrike him behind with 
ſuch a cold, that he ſhalbe the worſe for 
itamoneth after. Now many haue wra- 
ſled with him,to ſeeke toſtop his breath 
and neuer maime him; but he makes thE 
glad to ſtop their noſes , and that indeed 
is ſome remedie, for ſuch whoſe throats

haue capacitie.As ſome menthatare for- 
ced at ſeatodrinke ſtinking puddle wa- 
ter, do winke and cloſe their noſthrils, 
that they may not offend three ſencesar

Now againe , ſome arme them ſelues

Surely, if we wouldenter into aſober, 
and fad conſideration of our eſtates, cuE 
ofthe happieſt ſort of vs , as men of the 
world eſteeme vs; whether we be noble, 
or rich, or learned,or beautitull,or heal- 
thy , orall theſe ( which ſcldome happe- 
neth) ioyncd together : we ſhall obſerue,

.inconueniences , then in polleſling any 
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paſſing great pleaſures ; ſo durable are 
the harmes,thatour firſt parents fal hath 
layd on vs, andſopoore the helpes that 
we haue in ourſelues : finally ſo ſhort, & 
momentanie the contentments that we 
fiſh for, in this Ocean of miſcries, which 
either we miſle , ( fiſhing before the ner, 
as the prouerbe is) or it we catch them, 
they proue but like Ecles , ſleight &ſlip- 
perie.

iſed in this occupation, to baye bred 
no more delectation to him ( after,the 
firſtheate of his yourn was paſt) then to 
p2 toa goodealle cloſe ſtoole , when he 
ath had a luſt thereto (for that was his 
veric phraſe.) Which being confeſſed by 
him, and confirmed by many z makes me 
take this aduantage thereof in tha begin- 
ning of this diſcourſe, to preferre this 
houſe I mind to ſpeake of, before thoſe 
which they ſo much frequent; neither let 
any diſdaine the compariſon. For I reme- 
ber, how not long ſince, a graue & godly 
Ladie,and grand-mother toallmy wiues 
children, Fa in theirhearings , and for 
their better inſtrucion,cell them a Roryz 
which though I will not ſweare it was 
true, yet I did wiſh the auditorie would 
belecue itz namely , how an Hermit be- 
ing cariedin Evening, by the conduct

ſtreet a gongfarmerwith his cart full la- 
den , no man enuying his full meaſure. 
The poore Hermit, as other men did, 
ſtopt his noſthrils, & betooke him tothe 
other {ide of the ſtreet , haſteningfro the 
ſower cariage all he could; but the An- 
elkept on his way, ſeeming no whit of- 
ended with the ſauour. Atwhich while 
the Hermit marvelled, there came not 
long after by them, a woman gorgeouſly 
attyred, well perfumed, well attended 
with coaches, and torches, to conuey her 
perhaps to ſome noble mans chamber. 
The good Hermit ſomewhat reuiued 
withthe faire {ight,and ſweet ſauour,be- 
an'to ſtand at the gaze. On the other 
ide, the good Angell now ſtopped his 
noſe; and both haſtened him ſelfe away, 
and beckened his companion from the 
place. Atwhich the Hermit more mar- 
uelling then before , he was told bythe 
Angell , that this fine courteſan laden 
with ſinne , was amore ſtinking _ 
Ore 
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afore God & hs na Noa. . Fs. 
beaſtly cart, laden with excrements, I 
willnot ſpend time to allegorize this ſto- 
ric, onely L will wiſh all the readers may 
find as ſure;a way to cleanſe, andkeepe 
ſweete. the nobleſt part of them ſelyes, 
thatis,hcir ſoules ; as I ſhall ſhewx Ic

But the Seriprure is in many places ob- 
ſcenous: 
Therefore the Scripture may be called 
barbarous. 
To which fyllogiſme was truly anſwered 
(as Inow remember,denying the ior) 
tharthough fuch phraſes tovsſeeme ob- 
ſcenous,and are ſowhen hey are viedro 
ribauldric , orlaſciuiouſnefle, yet in the 
Scripture they are not only voyd of inci- 
nilitie, but fall of ſanQirtiez thatthe Pro- 
phets do in no place more effeQually, 
more earneſtly, normore properly beate 
downe.our pride and vanitie,and open ta 
our eyes the filthinefſe,and horror ofour 
| linnes, 
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ſinnes, then by ſuch kindof phraſes , of 
which they recited that , where itis ſayd, 


that the ſinnes of the people were , quaſi xc; 


pannus meſtruate vniuerſe tuſtitia noſtre, 
that a common or ſtrange woman(tor {0 
the Scripture couertly rermerh a harlot) 
hath her quiuer open for euerie arrowz 
that an old lecherous man, is like a horſe 
that neigheth after euery mare, &c, To 
which I could adde many more, it Iaffc- 
Qed copiouſneſle in this kind; ſome in 
broad ſpeeches, ſome in couert termes, 
expreſſing mens ſhame , mens ſinnes, 
mens neceſſities. Quingue aureos anos fa- 
cietis pro quinque /atrapis , which our En- 
glith of Geneuatranſlates very modeſtly. 
Ye thall make five golden Emeralds for 
five Noblemen or Princes. VVhich word 
I am ſure, many of the ſimple hearers, & 
readers, take for a precious ſtone ofthe 
Indians, fetin gold ;and ſo they ſhal ſtill 
take it for me, for that ignorance , may 
perhaps dothem lefle hurt in this mat- 
ter, the further knowledge ; butyer what 
aſpecial Scripture that is to Gods glory 
and their ſhame , appeares by Dauids 
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9s inthe 77. Plalme, where he 
ſaith; Percuſit inimicos ſuos in poſteriora, 
——_— ſempiternum dedit ills. Hee 

mote his enemies inthe hinder parts,& - 
putthem to a perpetuall ſhame; in re- 
membrance whereof, in ſome ſolemne 
lyturgies, vntill this day the ſame Chap- 
ter of Aureos anos 15 read, 

What ſhould I ſpeake of the great 
league betweene God and man, made in 
Circumciſion ?impreſling a painful frg- 
4,0r carater in Gods peculiar _—_ 
though now,moſt happily taken away in 
the holy Sacrament of Baptiſme. What 
the word fignified , I haue knowne reue- 
rent and learned men haue bene igno- 
rant; andwecall it very well Circumci- 
ſion, and vacircumciſion , though the 
Remiſts (of purpole belike to varie from 
Geneua) will needes bring, in Prepuſle; 
which word was after admitted into the 
Theater with great applauſe , by the 
mouth of Mailter Tarlton the excellent 
Comedian; when many of the beho[ders 
that were neuer circficiſed, had as great 


cauſe as Tarlton, to. complaine of their 
Prepule, 
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Of A TAX. © " If'x 
Prepuſe. But to come ſoberly,;and more 
nearely to our preſent purpole ; In the 
old Teſtament , rhe phraſe is much vſed 
of coucring the feete, and in the newe 
Teſtament,he that healeth &helpeth all 
our infirmities , vſeth the word drazehr; 
thatthar gocth into the man, is digeſted 
in the ſtomacke, and caſt out into the 
draught. Laſtly , the bleſſed Apoſtle S. 
Paule, being rapt in contemplation of 
diuine bliſfulnes , compares all the chief 
felicities ofthe earth,eſteemingthem(ro 
vie his owne word) as ftercora,molt filthy 
doung , inregard of the ioyes he hoped 
for. In imitation of which zealous vehe- 

mency,ſome other writers haucafte&ted 

tovic ſuch phraſe of ſpeech,bur with as il 

ſucceſle,as the aſle that leapt on his mai- 

ſter at his cominghome , becauſc he ſaw 
alitle ſpaniell ,'that had ſo done , much 
made on': for indeed, theſe be counted 
but foule mouthd beaſts for their labors. 

But to conclude theſe holy autorities, 
worthy to' bealledged in moſt reuerent 

and ſerious manner ; and yet here alſo I 

hope without offence: let vs come now

to the ridiculous, rather then religious 
caſtomes of the Pagans, and ſce, if this 
contemptible matter I treatof, were de- 
ſpiſed among them; nay rather obſerue, 
ifit werenot reſpected with a reverence, 
with an honour , witha religion , with a 
dutie,yea with a deitic,&no maruel, For 
they thathad Gods and Goddeſles , for 
all the neceſlaries of our life , from our 
cradles toour graues, viz.

Laxes, 15, Penates. | lay , you muſtnor 
thinke, they would commit ſuch an os 
uerſight, roomit ſuch a neceſlary , as al- 
moſt in all languages , hath the name of 
necefſitic, 
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neceſſitie, oreaſc : wherefore they had 
both a God and a Goddefle,tharthad the 
charge of the whole buſineſle; the God 
was called Stercutins , as they write , be- 
cauſe he found ſo good anemployment 
for all maner of doung , astolayit vpon 
the land : or perhaps it was he, that firſt 
found the excellent myſteric of the kinde 
ſetting of a Parſnip (which Iwilnothere 
diſcouer ,becauſe Theard of atruth , thar 
a great Ladie that loued Parſhips verie 
well, after ſhehad heatd how they grew, 
couldneuer abidethem) andI would be 
loth, to cauſe any to fall out of loue with 
ſo gooda diſh, Neuertheleſle ( except 
they will haue better bread then is made 
of wheate) they mult (how fine ſo euer 
they be)giue M.Stercatius leaue,to make 
the land able to beare wheate. But the 
Goddeſle was much more eſpecially,and 
properly aſſigned for this bulines, whoſe 
name was DeaCloacing , her ſtatue was c- 
rected by Titus Tacins, he that raigned 
with Romulus , ina large houſe of 
office (a fit ſhrine for ſuch a Saint)which 
Lodonicns Vines Cites out of Zattantins.

Bur he that wil more particularlyenform 
him ſelfe of the originall of all theſe per- 
tie Gods and Goddeſles ; as alſo ofthe 
orcater , which they diſtinguiſhe by the 
name of Dy conſentes , which are accor- 
ding to old Emnias verſe , deuided into 
two rankes of Lords and Ladies.

Ll Oe rorof Rome, was faine (as S. Auguſtine 
0 chap.l. faith) to follow thathe found fault with, 
1 to do that he diſliked, to adore thathe de- 
reſted. But come we to my ſtately Dame 


Cloacina,and her Lord Sterentins,though 
theſe 
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theſe were not of the higher houſe;called 
Conſentes ; yetI hope for their antiquity, 
they may make great compariſon be he 
is ſayd to haue bene old Satwrne, father to 
Pycas that was called Jappiter; and Cloa- 
cine was long before Priapus. andſo long 
before Felicrtie,thatS. Auguſtine writes 
merily , that he thinkes verily , Felicitie 
forſooke the Romanes , for diſdaine that 
Cloacing and Priapus were deified folong 
before her; adding Imperium Romanorum 

ropterea grandius, quam felicius fuit. The 

a ane Empire therefore was rather 
great, then happy. But howſoeuer Lady 
Felicitie dildaines her , no queſtion bur 
Madame Cloacina was alwayes a verie 
good fellow : for itis atoken of ſpeciall 
kindnes , to this day among the beſt men 
in France , to reduce a Syllogiſme in Bo- 
cardo together. Inſomuchas Ihaucheard . 
itſerioully told , that a = Magnifico 
of Venice being Ambaſlador in France, 
and hearing a Noble perſon was come to 
ſpeake with him,madehim ſtay til he had 
vntyed his points; and when he was new 

ſeron his ſtoole , ſent for the Noble man 


o 
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to come tohim at that time; asa verie 
ſpeciall fauour. And for other good fel- 
lowſhips I doubt not, but from the be- 

inning it hath often happened, that 

ome of the Nymphes of this gentle god- 
deſſe , haue mer fo luckily with ſome of 
her deuoutchaplens , in herchappels of 
caſe, and payd theirpriuictithes ſo duly, 
anddonerhcir ſeruice together with ſuch 
deuotion; that for reward, ſhe hath pre- 
ferredthem within fortie weeks afterto 
Juno Lucine, and foto Vagitana , Lattur- 
714, and Canine, for cuen tothis day,ſuch 
places continue veric fortunate . And 
whereas I named deuotion, I would not 
haue youthinke, how homely ſoeuer the 
place is, thatall deuotion is excludedfr6 
it, ForI happening to demand of adeare 
friendof mine , concerning a great com- 
panion of his, whether he were religious 
orno, andnamely if he vſed to pray; he 
told me, that to his remembrance he ne- 
uer heard him ask any thing of God, nor 
thanke God for any thingzexceprt it were

Which Emblem had almoſt hindred me 
thewritingof this preſent diſcourſe,ſaue 
thata good friend of mine told me , that 
this is afanſie andnor a fight , andthat if 
ir ſhould grow toa fight; he afluredme 
had found ſo excellenta ward againſt 
hischiefe dart,which is his ſtrog breath, 
chat I were like to quit my hands in the 


fray, as well as any man. Bur to proceede 
in 
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in theſe rare Emblemes; who hath nor 
read or heard , of the Pifture wade in 
Germanic, at the firſt-ri{ingot Luther ? 
where toſhew as it were by an Emblem, 
with what drofle, and traff. ,the Pope & 
his partners fed the people; they cauſed 
him to be purtraicd in his Ponttficalibys 
riding on a great few, andholding be- 
fore her taſter, adirty pudding: which 
dirtiedemie, Sleidan the hiſtorian verie 
juſtly and grauely, both reports and re- 
proues;yet it ſerued aturne tor the time, 
and mace grearſpott to the people. Bur 
when this May-game was done ,an hun- 
dred thouſand of them came home by 
weeping crolle ; ſoas the poore fow was 
not only ſold by the eares, but ſould by a 
drumme, orſlaine by the ſword. Yetthe 
Flanders cow , had more wit then the 
Germaneſow : forſhewas made after an 
ather ſort , viz. the Mirrqur of Princes 
feeding her ,the Terror of Princes ſpur- 
ring her , the Prince of Orange milking 
her, or after ſome ſuchfaſhion, for Imay 
faile in the particulars z but the conclu- 
Gott was, that Monſieur d'Allanſon (who 
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indeed with moſtnoble endeuour,thogh 

not'wirh ſo happie ſucceſle , attempred 
them) would haue pulled her backe by 
the tails; and ſhe filed his fingers. And 
thus much for Emblemes. Now for poe- 
fie (though Emblemes alſo are a kind of 
poeſie) Irather doubt, that the often v- 
ſlageof ſuch words , will make the Poets 
be condened; then thatthe Poets autho- 
rities,will make the wordes be allowed: 
but if their example can giue anie coun- 
tenance to them,rtheyihall want none. It 
is certaine, thatofall poems , the Epi- 
gram is the wittieſt , & ofall that writes 
Epigrams , Martiall is counted the plea- 


fariteſt. He in his 38.ep. of his firſt book,

And when ſhe had made it in this ſorie 
faſhion,ſhe bad me with my friends,that 
no man ſhouldtollow Sir Th.Mores hu- 
mour, towrite ſuch Epigras as he wrate, 
except he had the ſpirit, to ſpeake two 
ſuch apothegmes as he ſpake , of which 
the laſt ſeemes to fal fit into our text. The 
firſt was , when the King ſent rohim to 
know if he had chaunged his mind; he 
anſwered, yea: the King ſent ſtraight a 
counſeller to him, to take his ſubſcripris 
tothe {1xe Articles. Oh ſayd he , I haue 
not changed my mind in that matter,burt 
onelyin this; I thought to haue ſen for 
a Barber , to haue bene ſhauenere Ihad 
died,butnow if it pleaſe the Kingyhe thal 
cut off head, and beard, and all rogether. 
But the other was milder and Po 
ter 
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after this, one coming to him as of good 
will, totell him he muſt prepare himto 
die, for he could not liue: he called for 
his vrinall, and hauing made water 1n ir, 
he caſt it, & viewed it (as Phylicians do) 
a pretie while ; at laſt he ſware ſoberly, 
that he ſaw nothing in that mans water, 
butthar he mightliue , if it pleaſed the 
King; apretie ſaying , both to note his 
owne innocencie , and moue the Prince 
to mercie : and itis like, if this tale had 
bin as frendly told the King,as the other . 
perhaps was vnfrendly enforced againſt 
him, ſure the King had pardoned him. 
Bur alas what cared he, or (to ſaytruth ) 
whatneede hee care , thatcarednorfor 
death? But to ſtep backe to my teſhe 
(though euery place I ſtep to, yeelds me 
ſweeter diſcourſe ) what thinke you by 
Haywood , that ſcaped hanging with his 
mirth, che King being graciouſly and (as 
Ithinke) truelyperſwaded, that a man 
that wrate ſo pleaſantand harmleſle ver- 
ſes, could not haue any harmtull conceir 
againſthis procedings,% ſo by the honeſt 
motion of a Gentleman of hischaberyſa- 
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ued him from the ierke ofthe ſix ſtringd 
whip.T his Haywood for his Prouerbs & 
Epigrams,isnotyetput downe by any of 
our countrey, though one doth in deede 
come neare him , that graces him the 
more in ſaying he puts him downe. Bur 
both of them haue made ſport with as 
homely words as ours bez oneofa Gen- 
tlewomans gloue , ſauethat without his 
conſent itisno good mannersto publiſh 
it: but old Haywoods ſayth: 

Except wind ſtand , as newer wind ſtood, 

It ts an ill wind blowes no man good. 
And anothernotvnpleaſant , one that] 
cannot omit. 
By word without writing one let out a farm, 
The leſſee moſt leudly the rent did retaine, 
YV hereby the leſſor wanting writing had 
' harme: 
VV herfore he vowa,while life did remaine, 
VVithout writing neuer to let thing againe. 
Huband quoth the wife , that oath againe 

reuart, 
Elſe without writing you cannot let crack,

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And ſo on the lips did her louingly ſmacke. 
Such a thing it was , but not hauing the 
booke here, and my memory beingno 
better then Iwould haue it , I haue ſtum- 
bled on it as well as I can. But now to 
ſtrike this matter dead with a ſound au- 
thoritic indeed, and info ſerious a mat- 
rer as vader heauen is noweightier, to 
ſuch a perſon, as in the world is no wor- 
thier, | rams ſuch a ſcholer , as in Oxford 
was no learneder , marke what a verſe 
here is in an Euchariſticall and Parene- 
ticall verſe, He ſaith:

but (as Iam atrue #/92xw ) I beate my 
braines about it , the ſpace that one ma 
go with the tyde from London bridge, 
downe where the Prieſt fell in vpon the 
mayd, and from thence almoſt to Wap- 
ping, and yetI could not couch it in- 
to a cleanly diſtichon. But yet becauſe 
Iknow Miſtreſſe Philoſt;lpnos will haue a 
atmind to know what it meanes, I 
will tell her by ſome handſome circum- 
locution. His meaning is, that a Ladie of 
Ladies,did for zele to the Lord of Lords, 
take the like pains to purge ſome Popith 
abuſes, as the great giantly Hercules did 
for Augeus. Now what maner of worke 
thatwas, in the proceſle of this diſcourſe

He aduiſes him to take ſomwhat tomake 
him ſoluble , for his face looked as if he 
were asking,who ſhould be M.Mayot the 
next yeare. Bur I thinke this ieſt was bor- 
rowed of Veſpaſianus foole , or elſethe 
foole borrowed it othim : but the jeſt is 
worthyto berecciued into this diſcourſe, 
This foole had ieſted ſomewhat atall the 
boord, ſaue Veſpaſian him ſelte; andbe- 
like he thought, itwas ill playing with 
edge tooles,and Emperours; but Veſpa- 
ſian commaunded him, & promiſed him 


franke pardon,to breake a good ieſt ypon 
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him;WellSir (then ſaid the foole)Iwill 
burtarietillyou have done your buſinesz 
whereby he quipped the Emperours ill 
feature of face , that cuen when he was 
merieſt, looked as ifhe had bin wringin 
hard on a cloſe ſtoole. Bur let vs ſeeke 
ſome berter authorities then Epigrams 
andleſters :ſure Iam I ſhall find in hiſto- 
rie, which is called »unc/a vetuſtatis vite 
memorie,the reporter of antiquities, the 
life ofmemory,many phraſes,cxpreſſing 
the fame ation ,and not thinking their 
ſtyle any whit abaſed thereby. He thar 
r.5-m24 Writes the firſt booke of Samuel tels,thar 
Sees 2299 Daitid didcut off the lap of Saules coate, 
uo parpan and leauesnot totell, what Saule was the 
:eretventrem. doing, The writer of Baſſanus life telles, 
how he was not onely priuily murdred, 
but murdred at the priuic. Heliogabulus 
body was throwne into a lakes, as wri- 
teth Sueronius. Laſtly the beſt, and beſt 
written patt of all our Chronicles , in all 
mens opinions 3 is that of Richard the 
third, written as I have heard by Moor- 
ton, but as moſt ſuppole,by that worthy, 
and yncorrupt Magiſtrate , Sir Thomas 
More

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More.ſometime Lord Chancelor of tin 
gland, where it ig written 3 how the King 
was deuiſing with Terill, how tohaue his 
nephewes priuily murdred,& it is added, 
he was the {itting on a draught (a fit car- 
pet for ſuch a counſcl. But to leaue thefe 
tragicall matters, and come to comicallz 
looke into your ſports ofhauking &hun- 
ting,of which noble recreations,the no- 
ble Sir Philip Sidney was wont to ſay; 
that next hunting , he liked hauking 
worlt ; but the faulconers and hunters 
would becuen with him, and ſay, that 
theſe bookiſh fellowes, ſuch as he; could 
iudgeof no ſports , but within the verge, 
of the faire fields of Helicon, Pindws, 8& 
Pernaſm. Now I would aske you Sir, leſt 
you ſhould thinke I neuer read Sir Tri- 
ſtram. Do younot ſometime ( belide the 
fine phraſe,or rather Metaphor, of inew- 
ing a woodcocke) talke , both ofputting 
a heron tothe mount, and then ofhis ſli- 
cing ? tell of ſpringing aphcaſant and a 
partridge,8& find them out bytheir drop- 
ping? Do you not further, to judge of 
your haulks health, looke on her caſting?

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if tbe blackatone end, andthe reſt yel- 
low, you feare ſhe harhghe phillanders; 
ifit beall blacke , youſhall ſee and ſmell, 
ſhe is notſound. Laſtly , you haue a ſpe- 
ciall regard to obſerue, if ſhe make a 
cleane mute. Morcouer for hunting, whe 
you haue harbourda ſtagge , or lodged a 
bucke , doth not the keeper, before he 
comes to rouſe him from his lodging, 
(notwithout ſome ceremonie)ſhew you 
his femiſhing , that thereby you may 
judge, ithe bea ſeaſonable deare > And 
ſoone after , followes the melodious crie 
of the houndes , which the good Ladie 
could not heare , becauſethe dogs kept 
ſuch abarking.

admits thevſe ofthe words , with all their 
apurtenances; inciting examples wher- 
of, I have bene the more copious, be- 
cauſe.of this captious time , ſo readie to 
backbire cuery mans worke, andI would 
forewarne men not to bite here, leſt th 
bite an vnſauorie morſell, Bur here me 
think it were good to make apaule, &(as 
itwereata long diner) to take away the 
firſt courſe; which commonly is of the 
courleſt meate , as powdred biefe and 
muſtard, or rather (to compare it fitter) 
freſh biefe and garlicke ; for that hath - 
three properties, more futing to this dil- 
courle : viz.to make a man winke, drinke, 
and ſtinke, Now for your ſecond courſe, 
I could wiſh T had ſome larks, & quailes, 
but you muſt haue ſuch as the marker I 
come fromwill affoord alwayes remem- 
bred, that our retiring place, orplace of 
rende ous ( as is expedient when men

A I ax, for I muſt ſtill keepe me to'my 
reſh:wherfore as I ſay, here Iwillmake 
the firſt ſtop, and if you miſlike not the 
fare thus far, will make'the ſecond 
courſe , make you ſome 
amends. 


THE SECOND SECTION, 
prouing the matter notto be 
contemptible, 


pl T hath bene in the former 
part hereof ſufficiEtly pro- 
ued,thatthere is no obſce- 
nitie , or barbariſme in 
words CONCcerning our ne- 
ceſlaries: but now forthe place , where 
theſe neceſlaries are tobe done, perhaps 
ſome will obiec&t , that ic was neuer of 
that importaunce , but that it was left 
to each mans owne care to prouide, for 
that which concerned his owne peculiar 

neceſſitie , It is not ſo, for I can bring 
very autenticall proofes out of auncient 
recordes , and hiſtories; that the grea- 
teſt magiſtrates that euer were, haue ein- 

loyed their wits, theircare, andtheir 

coſt, about theſe places ; as alſo haue 

made diuerſe good lawes,proclamatios, 

and decrees about the ſame: & all therto 

E ij 
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belonging; as by this that enſues ſhall 
more plainely appeare. In the handling 
wherof, Iwill vſe a contrary method to 
the former: for I wil begin now with pro- 

hane ſtories , and end with diuine. Firſt 
therefore molt certaine it is, that miſ- 
chiefes make vs ſeeke remedies , diſeaſes 
make vs find medicines, andeuilmaners 
make good Jawes. And as in all other 
things,ſoby all likelihood in this we now 
treate of, when companies of men begi 
firſt to increaſe, and make of families 
townes, and of townes citics;they quick- 
ly found not onely offence , but infe- 
Qion;to grow out of great concourſe of 
people, if ſpeciall care werenot had to 
auoyd it. And becauſe they couldnotre- 
moue houſes , as they do tents, fro place 
to place, they were driuen to find the beſt 
meanes that their wits did then ſerue the, 
to couer , ratner then to auoyd theſe an- 
rioyances :cither by digging pits in the 
earth, or placing the common houſes 0- 
uer rivers z but as Tully faith of Meta- 
phors, thatthey were like our apparell 
firſt deuifed to hide nakedneſle — 
plied 
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plied for comelinelle, andlaſtly abuſed 
for pride : ſo I may ſay of theſe homely 
laces, thatfirſt they were prouided for 
bn neceſiitie , for indeed till Romulus 
time I find litle mention of them; then 
they came to be matters of ſome more 
coſt, as ſhall appeare in examples fol- 
lowing; &I thinke I might alſo lay pride 
to their charge: tor I haue ſeenethem in 
caſes of fugerd fattin, andveluer (which 
is flatagainſtthe ſtatute of apparell) but zz.Hewy 8, 
for lweetneſle or cleanlineſle , I never F9:i _ 
knew yer any of them guiltie of itz bur LAY owls 
that ifthey had bur wayted ona Ladie in bauc aberrer 
her chamber aday, or a night, they wold me men 
haue made a man ( at his next entrance 
into the chamber) haue fayd, fo, good 
{peed ye. Now, as ſcholers do daily ſecke 
out new phraſes, and metaphors; & Tai- 
lors dooft inuent new vardingales , and 
breeches : ſo I ſeenoreaſon , but Magi- 
ſtrates may as wellnow as webs 
uiſe new orders for cleanlineſle, & whol- 
{omneſle. Butnow tothe ſtories,lI alled- 
ged before as it were at the ſecond hand, 
out of Lactantius ; how Tits Tacius that 
E ui 
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was king with Romulus , erected the Sta- 
tue ofthe Goddeſle Cloacina, in a great 
Priuie, made for thatpurpoſe, I find af- 
ter this in theſtorie of Liuy, how Tarqui- 
nius Pryſcus, a man of excellet good ſpi- 
rit, but husbandto a wite of a more ex- 
cellent ſpirit; a man that wan akingdom 
with making alearnedoration,andloſt it 
with hearinga rude one ; a king, that was 
firſt crowned by an Eagle, counſelled by 
. an Augure,and killed by a traitor;whoſe 
raigne and his ruine , were both moſt 
ſtrangely foretold. This worthie Prince 
is reported by that excellent hiſtorian,to 
have made two prouiſions for his citie, 
onefor warre, the other for peace , both 
verie commendable : for warre a ſtone 
wall about the towne,to defend them fro 
outward invaſions ; and for peace, a 
poodly Iakes within the towne , with a 
vault to conuey all the filth into Tyber, 
ro preſeruethem from inward infeftion, 

Not long after him raigned Tarqui- 
nius, ſurnamed theProud,atyrant Icon- 
feſle, andan vſurper, and husbandtoa 
dragonrather then a womantbut himſelf 
ſurely, 
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ſurely, amanvaliantin warre, prouident 
in peace, andinthat young world, a no- 
table politician: of whom Liuy takes this 
ſpeciall note,that coming to the crowne 
without law, and fearing others might 
follow his example, to do thatto him,he 
had done to another: he was the firſt, 
that appointed a guard for his perſon, 
the firſt that drew publike marters to pri- 
uate hearings.the firſt that madepriuate 
warres, priuate peace, priuate confede- 
racies; the firſt thatleſſened the number 
of the Senators; the firſt , that when any 
ofthem dyed , kept their roomes voyd, 
with manie excellent Machiauillen le(- 
ſons; which , who ſo would be better in- 
ſtructed of, lerhim read burhis accuſing 
of Turnus , his ſtratageme againſt the 
Gabians, &c, But the matter I would 
praiſe him for,is none of all theſe, but on- 
ly, becauſe he built aſtatelyremple, and 
a coſtly Iakes ; the words be , Cloacamgue 
maximam receptaculum omnun purgame- 
gorum wvrbis, amightie great vault to re- 


cciue all the filth of the citie. Ofwhich 
two works,iomming them both together, 
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Liuy faith thus , Qubus duobus operibus, 
vix nous hec magnificentia quicquam ade- 
quauit.\hichtwo great workes,the new 
magnificence of this our age, can hardly 
match. Now though Brutus , after ina 
popular and ſedicious oration ,to incite 
the multitude to rebellion , debaſed this 
worthie worke of his , ſaying he waſted 
the treaſure of the realme, and tyred and 
toyled out the people, in exhaurienau 
cloacis,in emptying of Iaxes (tor that was 
his word) yet it appeares by the hiſtoric, 
that if his ſonne had nor defloured the 
chaſt Lacrece (the mirror of her ſex) Bru- 
tus with his fayned folly, true value , and 
greateloquence , could neuer haue dif- 
laced him, For euen with all his faults 
ou ſce,that Brutus his owne ſons would 
bh had him againe ; who laying their 
heads together , with many young gal- 
lants,thatthought themſelues much wi- 
ſer then their fathers; concluded among 
them ſelues,that aking was better then a 
Conſul, aCourr better then a Senate; 
thattoliuc onely by lawes, was too {tri&t 
and rigorous a lite, & betterfor prac 
cn 
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then princely diſpoſitions : that Kings 
could fauour, aſwell as frowne , reward, 
aſwell as reuenge , pardon , aſwell as pu- 
niſh , whereas the law was mercileſle, 
mure, and immutable; finally,they con- 
cluded it was ill liuing for them , where 
nothing but innocencie could protect a 
man, Lo Brutus,how eloquently thy ſons 
can pleade againſt rheir father; but thou 
hadſt a Iurie of ſure free-holders , that 
gaue a verditagainſtthem , and thy ſelfe 
waſt both iudge and ſhiriffe , and haſte- 
ned{t execution. 

O braue minded Brutus ! I wilnort call 
thee primus Romanorium, becauſe one was 
ſhErfor calling one of thy poſteritie,w/t#- 
mus Ropanorum,butthis I muſttruly ſay, 
they were two Brutiſh parts both othim, 
& you; one to kill his ſons for treaſon,the 


other to kill his father-in treaſon; and yet Czar called 


ou would both make vs belecue youhad 
reaſon, and why ſo ? forſooth becauſe 


fortune , & your coſin had great friends; 
yet neither died in bed, but both in bat- 


him when he 
Vittrix cauſa placet ſuperis ſed vitta Catons ſtabd ar him, 
That is toſayin Engliſh , You had great v9 79797 
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.. JAP his death was his enemies ad- 
uancement , and thy death was thy cne- 
mies deſtruction. But to omit theſe tri- 
fles, and toreturne to my teſh; whereas 
thou rayleſt againſt ſo great a Prince, for 
making of ſo ſumptuous a lakes , this I 
cannotendure at thy handsz and if thou 
hadſt played me ſuch afſawcic part here 


in my country, firſt of mine owne autho- 


It ſcemsthe ritie, I would haue granted the good be- 
vriterhereof 1. ci0ur againſt you: ſecondly , Tarqui-

»atwn againſt you : and thirdly, a bill 
ſhould haue bene framed againſt you in 
the Starre chamber , vpon the ſtatute of 
valawful aſſemblies: and then youwould 
haue wiſht you had kept youreloquence 
to your ſelfe , andnot when a man hath 
done but two good workes in all his life, 
you to ſtand rayling at one of them. For 
ſuppoſe that Tarquin had giue me bur a 
fee, thus would I pleade forhim.Maiſter 
Brutus you haue made vs belecue all this 
while,you were but a foole;but [fee now, 
ifone had begged you, he ſhould haue 
found you a Bygamus, And whereas you 
lceme 
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ſreme to diſgrace my honorableclyent, 
for making of A Iax, Idarewndertake 
to proue it , thatyour owne lawes , your 
religions, your cuſtomes, yea your con- 
ſcience. is againſt you , andſhewes, it is 
but a meere calumniation. For to omit 
Dame Clodcina, lo lately deified , did not 
the noble Hercules , whom you Brutus 
honor asa God,farre ancienter then Qu#- 
rinw , and Romulus , among thoſe many 
labors that eternized his memory, make 
cleane Augeus dunghils. 
Quu non Euriſiea durum 

Aut illaudati neſcit Buſirids ar as. 
Ifthe work haue a baſcneſſe, Tarquinius 
but with his purſe , Hercules with his 

rſon effected it, leauinga patterne to 
poſtcritie both of labour and wit, forby 
turning a ſtreame of water on the mick- 
ſons, he ſcowred away that ina wecke, 
that an hundred could ſcant haue done 
inayeare. Then would I end with ſome 
exclamation, and ſay, O tempore, 6 mores! 
Ohtimes , oh manners ! It a man be not 
popular,youwil ſtraight ſay,he is proud; 
ifhe keepe good hoſpitalitie, you wil ſay, 
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he doth bur fill many Iaxes; if he build 
oodly vauts for ſewers , you will ſay, he 
{pends his treaſure i» exhauriendis cloacis, 
Or rather I would ſay , O Hercules come 
and bend thy bow againſt Brutus , thar 
ſhootes arrowes thorow thy ſides to ſlay 
Martial. os. Tarquinius. But now let me leaue play- 
169 ec<u/4 ing the lawyer, and lawyerlike be friends 
exrminaquiſe immediatly with him whom cuen now I 
Neſcio þ ſciers talked againſt ſo carneſtly, I meane with 
renbjcesſiice Brutus; becauſe indeede ſauing in this 
one caſe, Ineuer meane tobe of counſell 
with Tarquin :for ſuch prond clients will 
ſpeak vs paſſing faire while weſerue their 
rutnes, and after picke aquarrell againſt 
vs when we ſue for a reward. Now there- 
fore to go forward with the ſtorie. 
When this valiant Brutus had thus 
diſcarded the Kings and Queetsout of 
the packe, and ſhewed himſelfe indeed a 
ſworn and vowedenemie to allthe coate 
cardes ,there crept in many new formes 
of gouernement,& euery one worſe then 
other, namely,Conſuls, Dittators,Decems- 
wiri, Tribunes, Triamuirs, till at laſt after 
oft enterchanges, it came tothe gouern- 
ment 
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ment of Emperours, In all which times, 
there werenot onely lawes , and ſpeciall 
caueats giuen to the great officers in 
time of warre and danger,Ne guidreſþub, 
detrimenti caperer, to looke to the ſatetie 
of the maine chance(the comon wealth) 
bur alſo there were officers of good ace» 
count, as ales, Pretores wrbis , that 
made inquiries de ſtifticidys , de aque du- 
fibas, of reparation of houles, of water- 
courſes , or common ſewers, of which I 
could recite out of the 43. booke of the 
Digeſt. tit. 23. de cloacts. where youthall 
find, itwas lawfull for any man pargare 
& reficere cloacam. What officers were 
to licence him that would prinatam cloa- 
cam facere ,que babeat exiti in publicums. 
What ſpeciall care was to be had of Ti: 
bus and Fiſtula. Laſtly , that nowams cloaci 


facere us concedit , cui publicarum viarun 


cara ſit. Thatis,thatno man might make 
anew lakes, buthe that had licence of the 
wardens of high ways. With much more 
which Iwoldcite, if it werenot toauoyd 
prolixitie. And from them no doubt was 
deriued our commiſſion of ſewers , of

men ErglihCurteſie then coſt : and if any man wil ſay, 


bane: that I' draw this into my Treatiſe , as it 
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which, the beſtof vs all Ihope, will take 
no ſcorne: which commiſhon, though in 
our country it is chiefly intended to keep 
open the chanels of rivers inthe deepe 
countrey, that the water may haue free 
paſſage. Yetthe very name imports,that 
therein is compriſed the ſubiect of my 
preſent Diſcourſe , which in populous 
townes had as much neede tobe looked 
to, as the other, infection being fit to be 
auoided aſwell as inundation. But now I 
haſten to Imperiall exiples : for though 
T haue ſhewed already ſome authorities 
for my rext out of ' practiſe of the 
lawes,the prouident care of Magiſtrates, 
the magnificent coſt of kings,the religio 
(though falſe) of pagans.Yervntil Thaue 
| addedtoall theſe, the maicſtie of Empe- 
ronrs,and the veritie of Scriptures,[ ſup- 
pole ſome carping mouthes will not be 
ſtopped. 

The firſt example I meet with among 
the Emperours , was a matter rather of

him that kild her ſonne,jnto a bitch. This I 
Claudius I ſay, though not for colt (as 
Tarquin ) yer for his curteſie was greatly 
to be commended : for a Gentleman one 
day being talking with him, and falling 
ſuddenly into a grieuous fit of the cho- 
licke, the poore Gentleman would not 
for good maners ſake breake wind,which 
might preſently haue caſed him, and af- 
terthe diſeaſe increaſed fo fore on him 
that he died. The Emperour enformed of 
his death,was much gricued thercar,ſpe+ 
F 
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cially hearing of the cauſe , and immedi- 
atly thereupon made it be ſolemnly pro- 
claimed, thatif any man herafter ſhould 
be troubled with the cholicke , it ſhould 
not be taken forill manerstobreakwind, 
though it were in the Emperours owne 
company. Now it maybe, ſomeman in 
diſgrace of this proclamation , will ſay, 
that this Claudius was but a cuckold and 
a foole. Ianſwer , that for the cuckold, 
that was none of his fault, and if it were a 
fault, God forbid all our faults ſhould be 
ſeene on our forheads. And forthe foole, 
the oldprouerbe may lcrue vs, Stultorum 
lena ſunt omnia, the worldis ful of fools. 
But take heede how you begge him for a 
foole , for Ihaue heard of one that was 
beggedinthe court of wards fora foole, 
and when it cameto triall , he proueda 
wiſer man by much, then he that begged 
him.And though I haue ſmall skill in the 
law, ſpecially in theſe prerogatiue caſes, 
(for 1] muſt confeſle I ſtudied Littleton 
but to the title of diſcontinuance)yet me 
thinke Iſhould find outa quirke,to make 
them that ſhould begge him haue a _ 
ute 
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ſure in thecourr of wards. For I take it to 
be a ruled caſe, that thougha man hold 
wholly z» Capite , putthe caſe by a whole 
Knights ſeruice , or halfa nights ſeruice, 
yet it he be couert Bar6,as Claudius was 
(for Iam ſure his wite ware the breches) 
& being at his foole age of 31.the Cuſtodia 
mult of courſe be graunted cothe wife, 
althouga the man be plus digne de ſang. 
And thus much wee ſay, ſauing toour 


ſclues all aduantage of exception to the 
vnſ{ufficiencie of the bill , &c. And with-

out that the ſayd Claudius did fondly tO us was eſtes» 


cauſe a mans hand to be cutoff ypon the 
motion ofa ſtranger,and without thathe 
had almoſt marred all the paſtime he & 
his friends ſhould haue had at a Nauma- 
chia or ſea-game , with reſaluting the 
ſlaves that ſhould haue fought , in good 
Latine. Andlaſtly, without that the ſayd 
Claudius at his being in Englad(though 
he was counted one of the beſt freehol- 
ders in Middleſex ) could fortcit any land 
thathe held by the right ofhis ſword, ei- 
ther in fee-{imple, or fee-taile, either by 
the ſocke, or the ſnocke, toanicother

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die, butthe Ladie his wife. But alas 
Claudius, thy friends may fay, that I am 
a badlawyer,for al this while I haue done 
lile better then confeſle the ation, but I 
carenotſccing thou art dead, Mortui nor 
moraent and itwere fitternow to preach 
for thee, then to pleade for thee: well thE 
for thy gentle proclamations ſake , loe 
what in 1{adneſle (it I were to make th 
funeral ſermon)I would ſay for thee,thar 
howſoeuer ſome writers haue wronged 
Heis called thee with the name of a foole , in one of 
wolerots thy iudgements I may liken thy wiſdome 
CC. . . 
Buc hereby - © Salomon, and in one of thy ieſts, Ican 
hangsatale. compare thy wit with Diogenes, Aſle for 
Claudius his xamplc,a woman on atime diſclaiming 
mdgement 3 : 
like thar of her ſonne , and pretending that for con- 
Salomon. ſcience ſake the muſt needes confeſle a 
truth, viz. how her owne childdied, and 
this was a Swppoſititius , a {ubſtitute in his 
place, for auoyding of her husbands dif- 
pleaſure, nocuidence appearing to the 
contrarie, andthe next heire followin 
the matter veric hard, bycomplot with 
the mother., who remained obſtinate in 
the tale , Claudius then fitting in iudge- 


ment, 
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ment,ſcems to beleeue ir, and ſeeing the 
man acomely young man , &theno old 
womai,& oft proteſting ſhe malicedhim, 
not: he comanded her immediatly in his 
preſence to marrie him. The malicious 
mother griuen to that vnlookr for pinch, 
openly cofeſled her vnnatural malice, to 
auoyd ſoynnaturall a mariage : and thus. 
much for hisiuſtice;now let vs here what 
his ieſt is. Acertaine Gentlemanthat had 
his fingers made of lime twigges, ſtole a 
peece of plate from Claudius one day ar 
a banket ; the conueyaunce was not ſo 4 
cleanly, but one had ſpied it,and told the 
Emperour, and offered to accuſe him of 
it, whereby his goods might haue bene 
all confiſcate : but this good Prince wold 
neither head him nor hag him, nonorſo 
much as once ſuffer him to be troubled; 

onely the next time he came, he cauſed 

him to be ſerued in an earthen diſh, The 

Gentleman being abaſhed atit, for the 
diſh gaue him his dinner. Claudius was 

ſo farre from laying his crime in his diſh, 
thathe ſayd; be of goodcheare man, and 

fall ro thy mcate , and when thou haſt di- 

| F ir | 
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ned putp that diſh too : for I will ſpare 
thee that with a better will then the laſt, 
for perhaps rhou haſt a minde to poke vp 
thy diſh when thou likeſt thy meate well- 
And fo farewell good Claudius, & when 
any of my friends are troubled ggith the 
collicke, I hope I ſhall make them reme- 
ber thee. 

The next Emperour that is fit to bring 
into this diſcourſe, 1s Veſpaſtan , though 
his predeceſlour Vitell:ns, who is noted 
to haue bene a paſling greateater,would 
(Irhinke) have taken it in good part , to 
haue bene offred a cleanly & eaſlie place 
for egeſtion after his gooddigeſtion. But 
to the purpoſe. Veſpaſian betore he was 
Emperour had borne ſome other offices, 
among the which, one was az, and it 
is written of him , that he incurred great 
diſpleaſure with Otho then Emperour, 
becauſe he had not ſcene better to the 
keeping ſweeteof the ſtreets , and cauſed 
the filth of them (according to his office) 
tobe caried to the places appointed for 
the ſame.But afterward himſelfe coming 
to-be Emperour (though the Citie of 
Rome 
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Rome was before his time ſufficiently 
furniſhed of Iaxes) yer it ſeemed there 
wanted other places of neare athnitie to 
them (which he found belike when he 
was /Edile by experience) I meane cer- 
taine piſhing conduites: and therefore he 
cauleddiuerſe to be erected inthe moſt 
populous and frequented places of rhe 
Citie,and faued all the vrine in ceſternes, 
and foldit fora good ſumme ofmone 
to the Dyers. But though Irell youthe 
rale thus plainly , you muſt imagine the 
matter was much more formally 8 finely 
handled, andnamely, that there was an 
Edict ſet out in this fort. 


By the Emperour C.Flauius Veſpaſianis, pa- 
ter patrie, ſemper Auguſtus, &c. 

Oraſmuch as his Maieſtie hath bene 

enformed by ſundrie credible men, 
that great abuſe is committed by the ir- 
reuerent demeanure of diuerſe perſons, 
ill brought vp , who without all due re- 
ſpeofciuilitic and reucrence, in moſt 
vaſeemely maner , ſhed their vrine, not 
only againſtthe wals ofhis royal pallace, 


F u1 
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butalſo againſt the temples of the Gods 
and Goddeſles.Vhereby not onelyvgly 
and lothſome fights , bur filthie and pe- 
ſtiferous ſauours arc dayly ingendred, 
his Maieſtic therfore as wellofa fatherly 
care of his citizens,as of a filiall reuerEce 
tothe gods, hath to his great charges, & 
of his princely bountie & magnificence, 
erected diuerſe & ſundrie places of faire 
poliſhed marble , for this ſpeciall pur- 
poſe , requiring , and no leſle traightly 
charging all perſons, aſwell citizens as 
ſtrangers, to refraine from all other pla- 
ces, ſauing theſe eſpecially appointed, as 
they tender his fauour, &c. 

Thus could I haue penned the Edict, 
if Thad bene ſecretaric. For it had nor 
bene worth a figge, if they had not artifi- 
cially couered = true intent (which was 
the profite ) and gloriouſly ſet forth the 
goodly and godly pretEce (that was leaft 
thought on) viz.the health of the people, 
and cleanc keeping of the temples. But I 
doubt, notwithſtanding this goodly E- 
dict, it will be obieCted, that it was con- 
demned for a baſe part, by a iudge whoſe 
{lentence 
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ſentence is aboue all appeale :'Imeane 
thatnoble Titus , delicie humanigeneris, 
he that thought the day loſt in which he 
had done no man good:toanfwer which, 
I would but fay as was faid to him ,when 
the piſſing mony was put into the perfu- 
med purſe , ſuauis odor lucri , the {mell of 
gaine 15 ſweet, And I dare vndertake,this 
anſwerwil fatisfe my Lord Mayor of L6- 
don,& many ofthe worſhipful ofthe Ci- 


tie, that make ſrvecte gaines of ſtinking Oyles, oad, 
wares, & will laugh and be fat, and ſay; *e;%c 


So we get the chinks, 

V Ve will beare with the ſtinks. 
ButImuſt finde out a better anſier for 
courtly wits,and therefore I ſay tothem, 
that according to the diſcipline and cu- 
ſtome of the Romanes ( in my opinion, 
vnder reformation of their better ijudge- 
ments ) this was ſo honourable a part of 
Veſpaſian , that he was therefore worthy 
to haue bene deified. For if Saturnus 
were allowed as a God, by thename of 
Stercutius, as is before alledged, for fin- 
ding a profitable vie ofall maneroyle, I 


fec a good reaſon (4 paribus) that Veſpa- 
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ſian ſhould aſwell be deified, tor finding 
ameanes to make money of vrine, and 
accordingly to be named Yrinatime , of 
Vrina,as the other is , of Stercus, Stercu- 
745. Furder Veſpaſian was famous for 
two true miracles done by him , greater 
then all their gods beſide euer did. Now 
it any take cxceptios to his face, becauſe 
the foole told him, he looked as if it went 
hard with him : truſt me it ſhall go hard 
with me too, but I will find ſomewhat to 
ſay for him; and firſt I will get ſome of 
the painting that comes from the riuer 
of Orenoque , which will wonderfully 
mend his complexion. Secondly , Iwill 
ſay this, how bad ſocuer his face was, he 
had ſomething ſo good, that a handſome 
woman gaue him a thouſand crownes, 
foyputting his ſeale with his label ro her 
pattent,and yet ſhe exhibited the petitio 
(as Itake it) z» forma paper , for ſhe was 
ſtarke naked. Once this I am ſure Sueto- 
nius writes , that when his ſteward asked 
him, how he ſhouldſet downe that 1000 
crownes on his booke , he bad him write 
it among his other perquilites, in _ 
uc 
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ſuch ſort, 4 
Je. for reſpit of homage fro a lo-"| 

ming tenant to ber lonely Lord for 1000.crowns 
awhole knights fee, recep, 

Now for his wit, though Icould tell 
you two excellent tales, how hedeceiued 
a groome ofhis chamber, of his brother, 
and how he would necdes be halte with 
his horſe-keeper,for ſetting on a ſhoe on 
a horſe that lacked none: yer I omitthem 
both, becauſe many wil be too apt to fol- 
low the preſident, and I will keepe me 
very ſtrictly romy teth, and ſpecially be- 
cauſel haſten toa moſt royall example. I 
meane of Traian. There is no man(I 
thinke ) that hath either traueclled farre 
countreys , or read forraine ſtories , but 
hath ry 66 heard of the famous exploits 
and victories that he had, or ſcene ſome 
of the ſtately & ſumptuous monuments 
that he made. This Traian was Emperor 
of Rome,and then Emperor when Rome 
ſtood at her higheſt pitch of greatneſle, 
aman whoſe conqueſts were moſt glori- 
ous , whoſe buildings were moſt gorge- 
ous, whoſe iuſtice was moſt gracious, he 
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that ſtayed his whole armie, torightthe 
cauſe of one widow, he that created a 
magiſtrate , 8& deliuering himthe ſword 
for 1uſtice, ſayd to him, vie this for me as 
long as I gouerne juſtly , but againſt me 
when I gouerne otherwiſe, he in whoſe 
time no learned man was ſeene want, no 
poore man was ſeene begge,he thatwold 
boaſt of Nerua his predeceſlor, of Ploti- 
na his wife, of Plutarke his counſeller : fi- 
nally , this Traian was ſo well accompli- 
ſheda Prince in all princely vertues , as 
no ſtorie, no time, no memorie, in all 
points can match him. This moſt renow- 
med Emperor, hearing there was a town 
in Bithinia, farre off from Rome, and in 
a place where he was like neuer to be 
troubled with the cuill ſauour , that was 
much annoyed for lacke of a good con- 
ueyance of the common priuies,thought 
him ſelfe bound(as a father to all his ſub- 
iects) to prouide a remedie forſuch an 
inconuenience,and of his owne purſe he 
tooke order for making a vault of great 
coſt andcharge inthe citie, And for full 
fatisfaCtion of the reader herein , I = 
ct 
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ſer downe the two Epiſtles,as I find them 
in the tenth booke of the Epiſtles of p/- 
nit Secundus tO T7414. ep. 99. Amm—_ 
C. Plinius Secundus Tratano Imp. S. querit an,

neceſlaric., Thus writes P/inius Secundus, 

a Romane Senator, and as it were a de- 
putic Lieutenant in the prouince of Bi- 
thinia, tothe great Train, and I do half 
maruell he durſt write fo, for had it bene 
in the time of Domitian,Commodus or 
Nero. either Martiall ſhould haue ieſted 
at him with an Epigram, or ſome ſecre- 
taric that had enuied his honeſt reputa- 
tion, ſhould haue bene willed ro haus 
anſwered the letter in ſome ſcornefull 
ſort, and would haue written thus, 


Maiſter Plinie, my Lord God the Em-

letterhim ſelfe , hath commandedme to 
writethus much toyou, thathe maruels

better manners, that his Maieſtie hath 
matters of greater import, concerning 
the ſtate of the Empire, both for warre & 
peace, toemploy his treaſure in, Thus 
much I was commanded to write, Now 
for mine owne part,let meſay thus much 
to you , that I heard my Lord God the 
Emperour ſay,that if the ill ſauour annoy 
you, you may ſend toyou rMiſtreſle for a 
perfumed handkerchifto ſtop yournoſe, 
and that ſome Phyſicians ſay, the ſmel of 
a Lakes is good againſt the plague. Some 
ſuch anſwer as this,had benelike to haue 
come from ſome of thoſe beaftlyEmpe- 
rours, &their filthie followers. But how 
did Traiananſwer it? I will ſet you down 
his owne letter, outof the ſame bookejn 
the ſame language.

Romanos laniarunt. To which thus I aun- 
fver withour a fee, but with all myhearrt: 
that thy ambition was ſo honorable; and 
thy warlicke humour ſo well tempered, 
that thou didſtrruly witnefle ofthy ſelfe, 
chat thou didſtneuer enuie any mans ho- 
nour, for the confidence thou haddeſt of 
thine owne woorth : and all the world 
can witneſle, that thou neuer didſt make 
vniuſt warre ,nor refuſe any juſt or indif- 
ferent peace. Forthar ſame ſweete ſinne 
of lecherie , [would fay as the Frier fayd, 
ayoung man and a young woman ina 
greene arberin a may morning ; if God 
do not forgiue it, I would. For as fir Tho. 
mas More {aith of Edward the fourth : he

was ſubie@roafin , from which , health 
of bodie in grear profperntie of forrune, 
without a fpeciall grace, hardly refray- 
neth. Andto fpeake vprightly of him, his 
luſts were not furious , but friendly , able 
with his goodly perſon, his ſweete beha- 
uiour , and his bountifull gifts , to haue 
wonne Lacrecia.Beſides,no doubt his {tn 
was the leſſe, in that he euer loued his 
wife moſt dearely, and vſed her moſt re- 
ſpectiuely: for I have ever maintained 
this paradox, it is better to loue two too 
manie, then one too few. Laſtly, for the

Andtherefore in thenew Teſtament it is 
called gehenna , and taken for hell , and if 
you have a mind to know how I come by 
this diuinitie, truſt me if you will, I come 
by it as true men come'by their goods.

Conſequently, I obſerued , thatour ho- 
neſt and learned preacher of Bath M.R. 
M. firſtproued hell to be a locall place (if 
not cerrcumſeriptine , yetat leaſt definitt- 
we. Then he fhewed the etymologie of 
the word gehennatobe deriued in Greek 
of yn & ivvoy, that is , the earth or valley of 
Hinnon: then hetold,that this place was 
as it were the common dunghu or mick- 
ſon of the whole towne ,.that the Iewes 
had vied in this valley,to make their chil- 
dren paſlle through the fire , asa ſacrifice 


ro 
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totheDeuill according to the Pſalme of 
Dauid , they offred their ſonnes and daugh- 
zers vnto acuils. Firally,that our Sauiour 
to make a' more fearetull impreſſion in 
their hearts, of the paines of hell indeed, 
which they knewnot, vſed the name of 
this helliſh place , which they knew that 
had in it theſe hatefull helliſhproperrties, 
ſmoke, ſtinke, horrible cries, & torment, 
But leaſt you ſhould thinke Iſpeake as a 
parrot,nothing but what I haue heard an 
other fay.let me adde ſomewhat of mine 
owne poore reading , and that ſhall be 
this, that this valley of Hinnon was once 
for the fweete ayre, fine groues , faire 
walkes , and greene and pleaſant fields, 
comparable with anie place about leru- 
falem, but when the obhominable Idoll 
of Moloch was erected in it , whoſe pur- 
traiture was like a king hauing the head 
ofa calte, all of braſle, & hollow within: 
vnto which(moſt inhumanely)they ſacri- 
ficed humanefleſh , yea their owne chil- 
dren , and tothe end that the wicked pa- 
rents might not feele remorſe of the wo- 
full cries of the wretched children, they

fant walks; andto the end thart all paſſen- 
gers ſhould flie from it, that werewont 
to frequent it, he cauſed all filthie car-

They care neither for good letters nor 
good liues , but onely out of the ſpoiles 
to get good liuings, our good Lord Bi- 
ſhops muſt be made poore Superinten- 
dents, that they might ſuperintend the 
goodly Lord(hips of rich Biſhopricks, & 
then we that be ſimple fellowes , muſt 
belccue,that they offer vs Toſias reforma- 
tion,whereas indeed it ſauorsnot of that 
in anything bur the ill ſauour : for as Io- 
ſias ſhaced a faire field, and made it ur- 
citiarum latrinam , lothey would ruinate 
our cathedrall churches, and make them 
Spelunca latronum,as my good friend Ha- 
ry-Oſto, or mine Hoſt Hary ſaith of the

new laxes in England by my conſent, and 
] hope my deviſe ſhall ſeruero mend ma- 
nie that be now amiſle , with an honeſter 
and eaficr reformation , and I doubt not 
bur the Magiſtrate that hath charge to 
ſee ne quid reſpub. detrimenti capiat , will 
prouide,leſt our receipts proue deceipts, 
our auditors frauditors , and our refor- 
mation deformation, and ſo all run head- 
long to gehenna, where the ſport will be 
rorment, the muſickeclamors , the pro- 
ſpect ſmoke , and the perfume ſtinke, 
W hich two laſt, I mean ſmoke & ſtinke, 
I have verilyperſwaded me, are two.of 
thoſe paines of hell, which they call pz»; 
fenſuswhich paine S.Augnſtine affirmes 
may alſo torment acrie or ſpirituall bo- 
dies as partly appears inthe ſtorie of To- 
bias,where a wicked ſpirit was driuen a- 
way with the ſmoke of a broyled liuer; & 
therefore Ihaue endeuored in my poore 
buildings to auoid thoſe two inconueni- 
encesas much as I may. As forthe two 
other annoyances, that the old prouerbe 
joyneth to one of theſe, ſaying, thereare 
three 
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three things thatmake a mi weary of his 
houſe, a froking chinmey , a dropping 
eues, and a brauling woman. I would no 
leſſe willingly auoidrhE,burt whe ſtormes 
come,lI muſt as my neighbours do,beare 
that with patience , which I can not re- 
forme with choler, 8 learne of the good 
Socrates,who when Xantippe had crow- 
ned him with achamber-por , he bare ir 
off lingle with his head and ſhoulders, & 
ſaid to ſuchas laughed athim for it. 

It neuer yet was deemd a wonder, 

To ſee that raine should follow thunder. 

And tothe intent you may ſee, that I 
am not only grotidedly ſtudied in the re= 
formation of A Ia x, which I haue cho- 
fen for the proiect of this diſcourſe , but 
thatT am alſo ſuperficially ſeene in theſe 
three other matters of ſhrewd impor- 
tance to all good houſe-keepers,l wil not 
be dangerous of my cunning , but I will 
venter my pen and my paines, if you will 
lend but your eyes or your eares, though 
I perhaps ſhal have more fiftes about my 
eares then tmine owne for it.

For the ſhrewd wife , reade the booke of 
taming aſhrew , which hath made a nii- 
ber of vs ſo perfect, that how euery one 
can rule a ſhrew inour countrey , ſaue he 
that hath her. But indeed there are bur 
two good rules, Oneis, let them neuer 
haue their willes; the other differs but a 
letter, lerthem euer haue their willes,the 
firſt is the wiſer,but the ſecond is more in 
requeſt,and rherfore I make choice of it, 
Lafth for ſmoking chimneys, manic 
remedies haue bene ſtudied, but one ex- 
cellent and infallible way is found out a- 
mong ſome of the great Architectes of 
this age , namely to makeno fire in the, 
and by the ſame rule they may haue very 
ſweere Iaxes too. But the beſt way I haue 
found, is out of Cardan partly , butas I 
thinke mended by practiſe of fome ofmy 
neighbours of Bath : who make things

And for reformation of this , manie I 
doubt not , haue ere this beaten their 
braines and ſtrained veric hard, to haue 
found out ſome remedie , but yer (till I 
find all my good friendes houſes greatly 
annoyed with it. 

Butyet ere I come to diſcouer this 
exact & exquiſite forme that I hage pro= 
miſed, letme adde a wordor twoour of 
the good and wholſome rules of phylick, 
both for authoriſing the homelywordes 
ſooftvſed, as forprouing that the mat- 
ter in their facultie is ſpecially regarded; 
for diuerſe, that arc otherwiſe very dain- 
tic and curious,yet for their healths ſake, 
will endure both to heare homely lan- 
guage, to ſee {lurtiſh ſights, toraſt dirtie 
drugs, and to ſhew ſecret ſores; accor- 
ding to the Italian prouerbe,

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Hide not your caſe on na condition. 
No man therefore is cither ſo ignorant, 
orſoimpudent ,as eithernot to know or 
not to confeſle , that the honourable ſci- 
ence of phyſicke , embaleth ir ſelfe oft- 
times about the care :of this buſineſſe, 
For 'whereto ſeructh-I pray you, fiane 
clyſteria, fiant pilule, fiant potiones, fiant 
peſF. Bur ye on't, it makes me almoſtſick 
ro talke of them, ſure I am the houſe I 
treat of, is as it were the centerto which 
they mult all fall firſt orlaſt , and many 
times I thinke firſt were wholeſomer of 
the two .- But to enforce my proofes, 
though ſhortly yer ſoundly, I will not 
bring any peculiar preſcripts out of Ga- 
len and Hipocrates, leaſt you ſhould op- 
poſe againſt them Aſclepiades or Para- 
celfus, nor ſtand log todilate ofthe Em- 
piricall PRs: orthe dogmaticall and 
the methodicall. Otall which if I ſhould 
fayall I could, I feare me. not ſo much, 
that Phyſitions wold take me for a foole, 
as that fooles will take me for a Phyſiti6. 
I willtherefore ſer downe as it were cer- 
taine autenticall rules , out ofa generall 
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Councell of Phyſitions , andthat ſentby 
common conlentto a great King of En- 
glad,againſt which ifany DoCtorſhould 
except, he mult zp/o faobe counted an 
hereticke, This therfore I find of my text 
in that booke that begins 

Aneloramregi ſeribit ſchola tota Salernt. 
For when he hath bene aduiſed ro make 
choyce of three Phylitions, 
Hec tria mens leta, requies, moderata diet, 
Door Diet , Door Quiet, & Do&or 
Merywan. Then they admoniſh him of 
many particulars , for his health, for his 
food, for his houſe, &c. Which if they 
might with good maners writeto a king, 
then I may without inciuilitic recite to a 
kinſeman. TR

And wh? to natures needs prouokt thou art, 
Do not forbeare the ſame in any wiſe:

Lowhat a ſpegall leſſon for health they 
teach , to take your oportunitie ſo oft as 
itis offered of going tothole bulinefles. 
Then ſoone offer to let you know how 
wholfome it is to breake wind, theyrell 
foure diſeaſes that come by forbearing it, 
uatuor ex vento veniit in ventre reteto, 
Spaſmus, hydrops ,colica, vertigo , quatuor 
ita. 
But moſt eſpecially making for my pur- 
poſe, both for word and matter, 
Aer fit munauz , habitabilu ac luminoſus, 
Infeftus neque ſit , nec olens fetore cloate, 
Which as a principall leſſon , to be lear- 
ned bybuilders, Iwill ſet downe inverſe,

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a finne to conceale ir,then aſhameto vr- 
terit? Wherefore ſhame to them that 
Thame thinke , forI will confeſle frankly 
toyou, both how much I was troubled 
with the annoyance, & what haue fotid 
for the remedie. For when I found not 
onely in mine owne poore confuſed cot- 
tage , buteuen in the goodlieſt & ſtate- 
lieſtpallaces ofthis realme,notwithſtan- 
dingall our prouiſions of vaults , of flu- 
ces , of grates , ofpaines of poore folkes 
in ſweeping and ſcouring, yer ſtill this 
ſame ——_ ſawcie Qinke , though he 
were commanded on paine of hack not 
to come withinthe gates,yet would ſpite 
of ournoſes , euen when we would glad- 
lieſthaue ſpared his company , preaſe to 
the faire Ladies chambers. I began to 
conceiue ſuch a malice againſt all the 
race ofhim , that Ivowed to be at deadly 
fewd with them, till I hagghrought ſome 
of the chiecfeſt of them to confulio, 
And conferring ſome principles of Phi- 
loſophy Thad read , and ſome conueyan- 
ces of architecture Ihadſeen, with ſome 


deuiſes of others I hadheard , and ſome 
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Theprinci- 
ples ar theſe, 
Aer mn pene- 
frat aquam. 
Natwra non 
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paiitur Tun, 
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praiſes ofmine ownel had payed for. I 
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forid ourat laſt this way that is after deſ- 
cribed, &a maruellous caſte and cheape 
wayit is , andIdare ſpeake it vpon my 
credit, not without goodexpericce, that 
though it be neither farre fetched , nor 
deare bought, yet it is good for Ladies, 
& there be few houſes that may nor haue 
the benefite of it. For there be few great 
& well contriued houſes,but haue vaults 
and ſecretpaſſages made vnder ground, 
ro conuey a9. a the ordure &other 
noiſome things, as alſo the raine water 
that falles into the courts , which bein 
cleanly in reſpect of the eye, yet heel 
they muſt of force haue many vents,the 
are oft noiſome in regard of the ſell 
ecially in houſes of office , that ſtand 
high from the ground, the tuns of them 
drawing vp the aire as a chimney doth 
ſmoke. By whygh it comes to paſle manie 
times ( ſpecAlly if the wind ſtand atthe 
mouth of the vaults) that what with fiſh- 


water coming from the kitchins , bloud 


and garbage of fowle, waſhigg of diſhes, 
and the excrements of the other houſes 
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pede, and thu inincph

roſe ,and forthwith he conceiued(which 

akerhe performed in deed) that by fuch 

ameanes the true quantity of cach met- 

tall might be found, and the frawddil- 

coucredwith ioy whereofhe was fo raui- 

ſhed, that ſtarke naked as he was, be ran 

uit into the ſtreets crying, wewe wee, I 

haue found it, : =_ _m__ it: At which 

for the tyme al ople were am 
and das him _ till his hen_ ; 
afterproued him,not onely ſober, bucal- 
fo ſintle. har if fomepleſant conceited 
fellow thold giue out by way of ſuppoi- 
tion, that poſſibly the deuiſer of this rare 
conueyance , was at the time:of deui-

But leſt any idle headed felow 
ſhould deviſe,orany thalowbrairid peos 
ple beleeuec ſucha tale, I do before hand 
ive the word of diſgrace to- any that 
DT fo fay , and will make it good on 
their nar. with all weapons ow the 
pin to the pike, that whether it were by 
my good guiding, ormy goodfortune, 
m the inuention hereof,nor ih the Exec 
tion I neger receaued ſuch a- diſgrace as 
thatof Archimedes, ForI affure yotithe 
deviſe was firſt both thought of and dil- 
courſedof, with as brode termes as any 
belongs toir, inprefence of ixe perſons, 
whowere (all ſaue one)'enterlocutors in 
the dialogue, of which Iwas ſomuch the 
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meaneſt, that the other five, for beury, 
for birth , for vallew, for witr , and for 
wealth , are nor in manie places of the 
realme to be matched. Neither was the 
place inferior to the parſons, being a ca- 
{tle, that I call, the wonder of the Welt, 
ſo ſeated withour, as England in few pla- 
ces affoords more pleaſures:lo furniſhed 
within , as China nor the Weſt Indies 
ſcant allowes more plenty.
